He Parliament in 164 voted his 16 years Reign to be one Con- 
tinued At of the breach of the Laws, in Covering the poyſoning 
of his Father, and diffolving the Parliament J&re 15. 1626. to 
; ſave the Dake of Buck ingham,& Commierme Sir Drly Pregs, 
and Sir Joh E lot cloſe Pritoners in the Tower,for managing the examinations 
againſt the (aid Duke, and alfo his betraying of XKochell, and murthering the 
Proteſtants , and lending the Navy Royall and other Merchants Ships to the 
Naticns Enemies to introduce Popery, as is manifeſt by bis own Letter to Capt 
Penington', and his deſignes tro Enflave England by the German Horſe , arid 
the Spamſh Fleet, wich a great Army upon the Downs, 1539. together with 
his inforced Loanes;: privie Seales, Coat and Condut money, and Ship-money, 
enlarging of Foreſts, incloafing of Commons, ingrofling of G un-powder, with 
innumerable Pattenrs and Monopllies, of Malt, Salt, Sex Coale, Soze, Leather, 
Wine, Sugar, Allom , Farthens , Pins to back Raw Cloath, Tin and Lead , 
beſides his Cropping of Eares , ſliting of Noſes, Racks, Stocks , Pillories for 
Conſcience ſake , by which the Secl/xded Memb, evinces the Rationalicy of 
the former Vate, See theit Declaration 1644. 

2. Upon their endeavour to puniſh Delinquents, he endeavoured to bring 
in the Northern Army up againſt chem, and tampered with the Scots to the 
ſame effect, | 

3. When prevented in that, he brought in ſeverall Mercinary men into the 
Houſe of Commons to have deftroyed rhe Members. 

4. When by Providence prevented, there be forſook Ph:tehalt, and berook 
himſelf to raiſe a Warr under a pretence of a Guard, and framed /re/and to his 
purpoſe,by granting Commi#.ons for the Raiſing the Rebellion, as the Parlia- 
ment Metlages and: Declarations manifeſt , See particufarly the Parlia- 
ment Declaration, 1644. | 

5. He Contrary to the Fundamentall Liberties of Engliſhmen aſſumed to 
kimſelf a power over all mens Perſons and Eftates, by taking to himſelf the 
com mand of the Mil tia,againſt the conſent of rhe people in Parhament,as Wit- 
neſs his Commiſhon of Aray. ; 

6.He lets up his Standard at Nottingham, and thereupon the Pailiament 
Declared that that A of his, tended to rhe Deſolution of his Government,

7. He raiſed a Watr indeed, and fought there Forces at Edghill,

'8. Afcer that a Treaty was procured at #* brrd ge, with a Ceſſation of Armes; 
and at the ſame tie be faitbleſly fell upon the Parliaments Forces at 8 «n- 
ford, and deſtroyed many honelt wen, . 

9. After this he himſelf precured a Treaty at Oxford, and at the ſame time 
carryed on a Plot by  «ller, Tompkyns , and Challoner , to have deliro\ed gil 
the honeſt party both in City and Parliament, 

10. After this he Declaraed the Parl arent Diſſolved,& Proclaimed them 
Rebells and Traytors, and called another at Oxford, and forbad Provifion and 
Trade to the City, and carryed on Rylies Plot againit the Cixy ; and all theſe 
times Continued Robbing , Burning , agd Murthering the people by Rvpers » 
Morris, Hopton, Goring, Greemll, and t:.ere accomplices , and never gave iT 
over untill necellity forcr him. 


Of the Preſert Ckarls, the late Kings Son, 

t. His atuall appearino in his Fathers Quarrell , and with the Revolted 
Ships was inſtrumencall in umporting, borh Armes and Anunition in abundance 3 
for which he was proclaim2d a Traytor ro the Common Libertyes of England. 

2. His Avowed Emnicy to any accommodation beryyeen his Father and the 
Parliament at the Treaty in the //e of Wight. 

3. His breach of Faith with the Kirk of Scor/and,notwithſtanding his ſelemne 
Engagement to the Kirks party in the Treaty ar the Hagse in Hollend , and 
afrer at his Coronation in Scor/and he had raken the ſolemn League and Cove- 
nant, ke took the firſt opportunity to break it with the honeſt Zealous Presbi- 
ters, and moſt Treacherouſly eſpouſed the former Malignant intereſt , the 
known Enemies of Religion and Liberty,which made Major General Stra»ohax, 
Col. Car and others diſert him , and Raiſe a third Patty, both againſt hiuz and 
the En2liſh Army. 

4. After his entering Exg/and with his Army , he Contrary to his ſolemne 
Engagement gave Coumuthon to the Earl of Darby, and other known Papiſts 
to Raiſe Forces in Laxcahhre. 

5- The Murthers, Burglaries, Felloneys , and other'Inſolencies Committed 
by them under his Command 3 as in particular , the Murthering of honeſt #4 :- 
liam Gwiſe at Worceſter in coole Blood by his ſpeciall Command. 

6. The vihb.1'ty of bis preſent deſigne ro (trike ar the utter exterpation of 
all che Godly in the thr-e Nations in various formes , under his and his friends 
new Coyned deliinguiſhment of Phanaticks, looking upon the Presbicerians t© 
be the greareſt, from whoſe Pulpirs all their lace miſeryes flowed , as w any of 
his Friends in their Familiar diſcourles do frequently manifeſt ; Thouvzh they 
ſay they are conſtrained ro wake uie of them ar preſent , and to that end many 
of rhem-profanely ſay rhey.are conſtrained tobe our of meaſure Gocly, yet in

 R, The perfect enmity of his allie the King of Spain , man feſted ro Englen1 
i ruining many hundreds of our Merchants þ y his Sea Robbers, all which oughe 
ſeriouſly ro be Conſidered. 

Now a few words to the ' particular parties Confirmed in the late Quarrells 
againſt King and Lord, Spirituall and Temporall. 

Firſt to the Private Soldiers. 

You are the men that have Conquered the firſt and ſecond Charles, and 
brought them and rheir Fricnds into the Condicion they are nov in; you there- 
fore of all o. hers they muſt hate, : 

Never expect an Agreemen: free from the height of ammoktity, continually 
ſeeking revenge againſt tFoſe that have heen chiefly inſtrumentcall in bringing 
undet either their perſons or Eſtate3 that ayme at Regall Aucho.iry, 

You are therefore for your future ſafety ſe:toutly tv mend thoſe inſuing 
particulars, 

Fiſt to abandon King and Lords Spirituall and Temporall for theſe Reaſons, 

I. Becauſe both they and their parties will be Contunually ſeeking Revenge 
againlt you for what you did againſt them, in bringing under their Perſons and 
? ttaces ro Sequeſtration, Sword , Rope , or Block , and mult expect the ſame 
meaſure if your Enemies prevatle. | 

2ly. Expect the wills of men to bz the Regulater of your Actions , anJn»t 
I aw, becauſe our Enemies will have the Sword in there hands , toforce your 


ſubmifl:on tn any Irregularity , as their unlimited wills ſhall impoſe ; and the | 


Reaſon is becauſe the King or Single Perſon (if Eſtabliſhed as formerly) w.1 
be an abſolute unlimicred Monarch by having an Army at his Heels. 

3ly. Expect the ſame, if not greater Tirany then fo:me:ly over your Perſons 
for Conſcience take, by Whips, Gags, Þ llories , Stocks, Block, Cropping of 
Ears , Slirtinz of Noſes, befides Starveing, Impriſonment, and Reſtraint of 
Friends Viſtraticns. : | 

4ly. Becauſe by the Eſtabliſhment of King , 0: Single Perſon , Pattenrs and 
Momnypolies will be thereby upheld, and Trade thereb deſt:oyed, the ſad Pro- 
duGiions of O/rvers Patrents the Nation now at this day Feeles. 

5ly. If the King be ERablithed, then expe& that money that ſhould pay you 
your Arrears , mult go to pay his Debts contracted in forraigne parts, and £9 
diſpoſſeſt of what any of you have already in Lew of your Arrears , either in 
Kins, Queens, Princes, Biſhops, Deans, and Chapre's,or Delinquents Eftares 
and to be called ro an account for the time you have held chem. 


6ly. You that have not wherewuth to make ſatisfation , expect to make ſa- 
tisfaction

wfatinn in your Carcaſſes by Slavery, and to be Branded with ſcorne and I2- 
nominy as Trayto:s to all Polterity, 

Secondly, as you reipect your own ſafety , you muſt endeavour diligently 
the alrering the na:ne of the Laws in General. 

I. Becauſe by chem, as they are in the Kings name you are Traytors - for 
what you have done in obedience to commands 3 And beſides ſtand lyable ro 
innumerable actions, an4 inditments that may be laid upon you for whar you 
have done in the lace Wars, 

3. By the Law in the King, or ſingle Perſons name, you are nt capable of 
the benefir of the Law, being by it Traytors , you ace lyable co be knokr on 
the head as Foxes,# olves, and beat of prey. 

4. Fourchly , Becauſe all your Titles in Parliament will be invalued, and 
your money caſt away that have been purchaſers of Lands. 

5- Your Indempnity will be to your perperual Reproach, becauſe otherwiſe 
-— ——_ to doyn on your knees, and ask your conquered adverſary forgive- 
neſs, 

3ly, You therefore ruſt endeavour diligently to get the Moddel of your Laws, 
in a Book ſhort, lain, and fey for thoſe Reaſons,

as Souldiers. 

2. Your liberty as Chriſtians. 

3. You l be our of fear of che Lawyers Cheats. 

4. You will chereby be Inſtrumental in Freeing the Nation in genetal of the | 
L awyers cruel extorting Fees. 

Endeavour earneſily for the Eftabliſhment of ' a Commonwealth ,-not in 
word onely,bur in truth, for cheſe Reaſons. 

x. Becauſe therein each particular mans ſafety, will be profound in che 
common ſafery of che whole. 

2. Begging, and ſtealing, would be ayoided by the Eſtabliſhment of pub- 
like work-houſes and induftry incouraged, 

3. Nobleneſs and vertue will be incou:aged , as bzing the Ladder to prefer- 
ment,and not great Eſtares or Relations. 

4. All that tafte of Rule, will-as welt tafte ' of ſubjeRion ,- by which the 
Supream Magiſtrates dividing into FaRtion,; will be onely avoided, being onely 
contradted by long, contiunance in Power, thoſe wich innumerable inconyeni- 
ences,by the eftabliſhment of a Commonwealth, would be avoyded as Murther= 
ing the innocent, and felling the. poor for filver, and the n2edy-for-a pair of 
ſhooes,&cc. 

2. A word or two to thoſe that are about to turn from their former a vowed

3. Afew words to the Nobility , Gentty, Muuſtry , and Commons, that 
have been atliſting aga'n(t King, &c. they may in time conſider what they have 
done againſt King, Queen, Prince, Biſhop, Dean, and Cnaprer, and again 
all Delinquents, and expect if the Enemies prevail to be paid wich like meaſure 
and theretore to conſider there,and the Grand Officers of the Armies Apoſtacy, 
and the Judgements already execured, and yet impending, for which their day 
is .darknels, their judgments-<Corrupted by partiallity a unanimous ;Reſolution

Rethren and fellow Souldiers, we having upon our hearts the ſad approach- 

ing Evils, and danger that o.r ſelves, and all our moſt Real and Cordial 
Friends, are now moſt r iſerably tallins into, if God make us not inſtrumental, 
for our and their deliverance, in order thereunto ie have according to our 
wonted, Way 1n the like time of eminent danger as this now is, fent roo and 
received f:om the ſeveral and refpe&ive Regiments of our fellaw Souldiers, 
Agents, for the better carrying on of that wherein we are mutually concerned 
in our lives and Liberties, which now lie at the mercy of our Enemies ; If you 
concur not with us, but that we may waſh our hands fram the euilr of the 
blood, and the blood of thouſands, which you with us, have ſhed in that juſt 
and Righteous cauſe againſt che Lare King and his adherents, ye have thought 
it a Cuty incombent upon.us to make this our Letrer {0 publike that if any ſhall 
be > unwo:thy as to deſert that glorious caufe, that Cod hath fo eminently 
own You, and Us, inthis ſhall be a ceſt'mony againt ren), 
We carnot bur ſtand amazeed ar that grand and wicked Apoſtacy of, many 07 
our Offi-e:'s rhat dare notwithſtanding all Declarations, Proceſtations and en- 
92gen.cnts : do now endeavour to betray us, and thoie good.things we ingage

For into the hands of our Adverfaries therein Rendring all che Blood and Trea- 
ſure we have ſpilc and (ſpent as water poweredon the ground : and Rendering 
us Guilty <f all, as if we like baſe and Mercinary Slaves had no other cauie - 
bur to thed the Blood of rhouſands, bur to ier them up and pull others down , 
when God knowes we take up Armes in Juigmen and for Conſcience ſake, nor 
rs ſerve the Arbicrary Luſts and Will of any whatſoever ; Bur to preterve the 
Common Intereſt of theſe Nations in Generall , and the Cauſe, andthe good 
people therein, from the Force and Violence of their oppreſiors, Yer how 
apparently concrary are the preſent Actions : did not our preſent pre- 
rended Generall molt unworthily, nortwichanding all h's Decla acton3, and 
Proteftations , violate that Authoricy that he pretended to own an1 Honour 
which he prerended to ingage in Scor/an4 , fo: that how did he ſuter them co 
be the ſcorn of, and contempt of thote that durfi not hold up their heaas in the 
day of God, appearing for them, and what honoured Patriors and fairhfull Ma- 
fiers they have been to us our preſent neceſſities in want of ray , will give us 
ſufficient Teſtimony of the Care and Love to us,which we now want. 

And that we may be perfect ſlaves, how doth eur precended Genelal , in- 
deavour to debauch the Army, both Officers and Souldiers, purintg our of cheir 
Commands, and private capacities, thoſe who have” moſt faithfully e'1gaged 
with us in all times , and upon all occalions, to the hazard of their Lives, and 
Eſtate , andthis withour the leaſt charge of any crime produced, ſo contrary 
to the Layy of Arms, and Rule of War, and neiver done by any but Tyrancs, 
and Uſurpers, who are reſolved ro make their luſt their Law, and their will 
cheic Ruler. 

And what ſhall ie think of our pretended General, being Courred, Revar- 
warded, Feafted by the lare Parliament, and ocher che enemres of this Artny & - 
Common-wealth, If we may believe what ſome report, he hath ſold us to them 
to be butchered and deftroyed, which makes ſome of our confident adverſaries 
— 1 That before Midſummer day, a Red-coar ſhall not dare co fhey his 


Which appeareth they intended, who ſo plencifully rewarded our pretend24 
eral, and made an AR to raiſe h'm and Col. Brown 35000 pound, when 
their power would nor extend either co our Indempnicy, or thz payment of

And that they tell us, they do mt intend co return to their old bondage, 
when our late 7 ask-malters are now ſer over us aga'n,and none bur ſuch as they 
coutenanced and encouraged, our friends and Felloy-Souldters impruoned, ba» 
niſhed, and forced to abandon Wife, Family and E{iace. 

The ſame or worſe they do in [re/ard, to our friends there, the ſame ſpiric 
that rulerh here, is ſo predominate there, that not only confiſcation and ba- 
niſhment is threatned, bur death ic ſelf, and how ſoon ic will be the ſame here, 
we know nor, 

And ſhall we ſtand fill and ſee our con mon enemy to com? in upon us, to 
the ruin of our Cauſe and Countrey. h 

Ir is true we are ar preſent inthe Amy, bur how long do you think we ſhall 
continue ? Will ic nor be our turn next, with che lofle of all that 1s due to us 
as well as thoſe already disbſnded, ro the ruin of our poor Wives and Families ; 
and what then will be the iflue? Ye ſee the late Sec/u.!ed Members have onl y 
concluded the firſt War lawful, which they call defenfive, made againſt the King 
by Lords and Commons : and who (think you.) ſhall give an account for all 
the blood ſhed in Seor/avd : mult not we ? and are we not, if we had now 
Cauſe to take Arms again(i the now King of Scots, the moſt nororious Rebels, 
and Traytors, Thieves and Murderers in the world, and fland all condemned 
men in the eye of the Law, to ſuffer death accordingly. 

We have only this left before roo lates to bear up our Spirits, and declare our 
wonted courage and reſolution, that we will now in deſpite of all oppoficion 
make good with our blood, that Cauſe that we have been engaged in againſt the” 
late King, and his Son 2n 1 adherents, againſt whom both God, the Law of Na- 
cure, and Nations, hath giver their derermined Judgment againſt, and ler us 
now reſolve to take the held with our Swords in our hands, to averr by Gods 
aſſiſtance, our Canſe aga nt all thar ſhall oppoſe it,under what prerence ſoever, 
we will not disband, or ſuffer our ſelves to be disbanded, uncil we ſee our Li 
berries, both Civil and Religious, aſſerted and ſecured, in a Free State and 
Common: wealth, and our Arrears fully paid,
